Contractors are expected to start work on site in 
September. Oxford Citizens' Housing Association 
will be asked to write to all present and past 
applicants explaining the points system by which 
allocations will be made. CDC will be asked to 
inform successful applicants well in advance of 
the usual one month's notice. 

CLIFTON ROAD SAFETY 

Extensions and improvements to the 
Deddington-Clifton footpath might cost £60,000, 
compared with about £20,000 for that section 
which passes through Clifton itself. VVritten 
estimates to be obtained. 

TRAFFIC 

PC agreed to pay £13,000 max for 30mph 
signs/roundels and sharksteeth at east and west

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST-PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
Thanks to Buffy Heywood, we have become very familiar with the family of the Revd. Cotton Risley. 
But what happened to Holford, Willie and Robert after their father’s death in 1869 ? I’ve often 
wondered and was delighted to find references to all of them in the above magazines. 
On Holford’s 18th birthday his father writes in his Diary: “May a kind providence watch over, guide 
and protect him for many succeeding years.” The wish was granted. Holford became Squire of 
Deddington after his father’s death. A great benefactor to the Parish, he contributed to the support of 
the Church and School and every charitable concern. Clifton in particular was greatly indebted to his 
generosity. He died in Oxford on October 4th, 1903, aged 72. Some parishioners followed the cortege 
from Deddington to Adderbury Church where his body was laid to rest in the family vault with every 
mark of respect. 
His younger brother Willie (the Revd. William Cotton Risley M.A.), was Rector of Shalstone in 
Buckinghamshire for nearly 30 years. He returned to his family home in Deddington in September 
1907 but died in March 1908 and was buried in Shalstone churchyard. 
Sadly Robert, the youngest, (the Revd. Robert Wells Risley M.A.) died at the early age of 47 in August 
1884, at Moulsoe, near Newport Pagnell, where he was Rector of that Parish. 
The Revd. Cotton Risley’s grandson, Martin, son of Willie, left Deddington 6 months after his father’s 
death and died in London after a short illness on December 2nd, 1908, aged 39. He was well-known in 
Deddington, read the lessons in Church and was the first to read from the new lectern. 
Betsie (Elizabeth Rebecca), we know from the Diaries, died in 1848, aged 13. She lies in the Cotton 
Risley vault in Adderbury churchyard. (1 think Martin was the last of the family to live in what is now 
known as Deddington Manor.)

The last time | wrote we were waiting for the weather to improve so oh UN BS ence 
that we could finish the haymaking. Weil, it did and we did, and aw beers SRA fe, 


although it is not the best of ‘stuff’ as Father used to say, it will look good in February 
with a foot of snow on the ground. As | write this we are still waiting for the weather 
to improve so that we can restart the harvest. The oil seed rape came in at the end of 
July with only the need to dry the first load from each field. The yield was the best we 
have ever done but with the price of oil seed rape at an all-time low it needed to be. 
But still it is better than a low price and a low yield. The oats came off with a good 
yield but were badly rain stained, so what should have been a nice sample for human 
consumption is now only fit for animal feed at a much lower price. The wheat harvest is 
fast degenerating into a salvage operation. Oh well, perhaps next year will be better, 
that is if we can get this year's crop off and next year’s planted in time to give them a 
fighting chance. 

The sheep have done very well this time with few problems. The wet weather has kept 
the river ‘high’ so only one or two lambs have needed to be rescued when they went for 
a swim and could not get out. The sheep prices are still jower than last year and show 
no sign of improving, so the input costs will have to be cut again. We have now 
weaned the lambs and are getting the ewes ready for the rams to go out in about 6 
weeks’ time. One bright spot is the bees. They have excelled themselves with a large 
crop of very good honey. 

The Swallows have had a good summer here and most have had 2 broods. There seem 
to be a lot of young House Martins flying around. The Swifts have already flown south 
and the Swallows and Martins will soon follow. The workshop Robin has also done well 
with 2 broods as have the Pied Wagtail and the Spotted Flycatcher that nested in the 
orchard. We have seen more Buzzards this summer than ever before and 2 young Red 
Kites have also been seen. The Hobbys have bred again this year as | have seen 2 
youngsters, but | do not know where the nest was. They will go south with the Swallows 
and with a bit of luck return to nest next year.

FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS : Since the June issue we have received 31 calls which were: 3 road traffic 
accidents; 5 car fires; a fire involving several vehicles at Tadmarton Poultry, Banbury; 1 
fire in an old air raid shelter; 1 grass verge fire; 1 railway embankment fire; 1 chimney 
fire; 1 tree fire; 1 child locked in a house; 1 malicious false alarm; 6 false alarms with 
good intent; 8 calls to stand by at other stations. Total 78 calls so far. 

CREWING LEVELS : Is there no light at the end of the tunnel? Just as we were looking 
forward to Anne Waters returning to duty after the birth of her baby, Phil and Vai Beater 
have decided that for family reasons they will move to Cornwall. We will miss them a 
great deal. For one thing it will mean the Station will be off the run in the daytime, but 
not only that; in the few months they have been with us they have become very much a 
part of the Station and are very well liked. We wish them all the very best for the 
future. When they leave, even when Anne returns, we will only have 6 personnel on 
Station, which is only a full crew, so as soon as anyone goes out or is sick the crewing 
level becomes desperate. | can foresee that unless more people join, the Station could 
be off the run more than it is on the run. 

Once again it is down to local residents. How much do you value having a Fire Station 
on your doorstep ready to protect your property within a few minutes? Or would you 
want to stand and watch your property burn while you wait 15 minutes or so for another 
fire engine to arrive, because unless some of you come forward to join very soon, that 
is what will happen. 

BENEVOLENT FUND : In the July issue | wrote that we were once again doing a sponsored 
row on our rowing machines, as we did last year, only this year it was for the Fire 
Service National Benevolent Fund and not the Church Roof Appeal. On Saturday 21 
August at 9.00am sharp under the Town Hall we commenced and rowed in relays for 3 
hours. We finished at midday, having rowed 34.958 km. We were very disappointed with 
the support we received. We took only £65.00 on the actual morning and will probably 
just reach £200 compared with £600 last year, and the majority of the donations were 
from people who were just passing through. We gave a prize of 4 bottles of wine for 
anyone who guessed the distance rowed. Two people guessed 35km, so 2 bottles went 
to Mrs. Parker of Church Street and 2 to N. Stone, an employee at Aynho Wharf Mariner.
